P h il ade l ph ia , Pa., Aug . 4.—About 3:30 
o'clock Monday afternoon the eastern shore 
of the Delaware riv er in the neig hborhood 
of Gloucester, N. J ., was struck by 
cy clone. 
The windstorm struck up the 
Camden shore to a short distance this side 
of Burling ton, and then, crossing the riv er, 
proceeded on its narrow course throug h the 
farm lands of Pennsy lv ania. 
The sig ht witnessed from the business 
house« on Delaware av enue was pronounced 
one of the most terrorising ev er seen in this 
part of the country . 
A dense, leaden-hued 
cloud, like a twisting column of smoke, rose 
into the sky as thoug h discharg ed from the 
water, and fly ing along in a northwesterly 
course carried ev ery thing down before it 
The ex cursion steamer Major Key bold, on 
her way down the riv er with about 100 ex ­ 
cursionists, was struck by the cy clone ja-t 
off Greenwich Point, and wrecked in a ter 
rible manner. 
The tornado, coming from 
the southeast, struck her on the ;*ort side. 
She careened heav ily , and almost went on 
her beam ends. The passeng er» « were thrown 
to the deck, and a terrible scene of con* 
!u*i <n ensued. 
The portside cabin w&g torn 
to piece-, and the fly ing timbers struck irv *u 
and women dowu, and many were sev erely 
injured. 
Capt. Eug ene Rey bolJ and Pilot 
Emory Townsend were in the pilot-hou-e, 
a ni when the full force of the wind struck, 
the boat the pilot « house was blown off with 
the two men in it 
Capt Key bold was 
picked up by the tug J ames, but Pilot 
Townsend was drowned. 
William Glasamer, of Salem, N. J ., a 
passeng er on the boat was struck on the 
head by a piece of timber and fatally in­ 
jured. 
Andrew Arthurs, another paasen- 
seng er, was blown from the upper to the 
lower deck, and badly cut and bruised 
about the head. 
The Reytold was towed to the wharf at the 
foot of Arch street, where she now lit« 
nearly a dismantled hulk. 
The pilot house, 
cab in roof, smoke-» tacks and ev erything 
mov ab le on b oard the b aat 
was b lown ov er­ 
b oard. 
The cyclone struck three b uilding« of the 
Peunsy.v auia salt work« , a t Greenwich 
Point, unrooting and otherwise b adly dam ­ 
aging them, and three men were b ally in­ 
jured. 
The » teamer Peerle-s, of the Glou­ 
cester ferry, w-as » truck, and a part oi b .-r 
upper decks carried away, b ut no one u a 
injured. 
In Camden, on the Jersey Hde. 
and at Kensington, in the nortb ea-tern 
section of the city, on this side of the riv er, 
the damage done b y the cyclone i* v ery 
great. 
It is estimated that 1,00) house« in 
Camden and 000 in Kensington were de­ 
molished or b adly damaged. 
The damage 
to property cannot b j estimated, b ut will 
prob ab ly rea h $1,000.000.

sense defined the policy of the» gov ern­ 
ment in relation to contracts for pub lic 
work,

claim that Secretury 
Manning ignored 
the 
issue 
entirely 
or 
perm itted 
a 
small gain to the treasury to outweigh any 
consideration of the wrong and injustice of 
sub jecting b onest and free lab or to the com­ 
petition of conv ict hirelings. 
It announces 
that a different policy has b een define« ! 
by the ¡» eople, and incorporated in tuu 
platforms» of all political partie« . 
It m ain­ 
tains that the gov ernm ent officials hav e 
opposed the national eight-hour law since 
ite enactment, the fav orite method of ev a­ 
sion b eing to turn all pub lic work ov er to 
contractors. 
Referring to this ev asion the 
protest is os follows: 
This, too. iu spite of the fact that, from 
the early day when the ab use« attending 
pub lic printing called the gov ernment prim ­ 
ing office into existence, to the recent failure 
of the contractors for steal crui-ers, the 
contract system has b een unique for ite cost* 
lines« , b ad serv ice, adm inistrativ e ring« , 
legislativ e corruption, enrichment of ud v en­ 
turers, and oppression of workingmen. 
The protest concludes with a request to 
the effect that the president will issue a gen­ 
eral order requiring tb ut, so far as possib le, 
all pub lic work shall I* done and ail » up- 
plies secured without the interv enntion of 
contractors, and in strict accordance with 
theeightehour law; that wheu 
con tracts are 
necessary, the adv ertisements for his b ids 
shall state that the lab or to b e employed 
shall receiv e a full day’s pay, according to 
rates prev ailing in the locality 
lor eight 
hours’ work; that no conv ict lab or » hall b e 
employed; and that pub lic officers who v io­ 
late or ev ade tb e terms of the order will b e 
remov ed.

A rtificial B all L ig h tn in g . 


[Scientific Miscellany.] 
One of the most remarkable of electrical 


manifestations is that known as globular or 
ball lightning, which is so rare that physi­ 
cists have had little or no opportunity of 
studying it. 
A sim ilar phenomenon, how ­ 
ever, has beeu produced in the laboratory 
on a small scale. 
It has been caused 
acci­ 
dentally ou various occasions, aud, on h a v ­ 
ing n piece of apparatus destroyed by one 
of the discharges, 
M. 
Plante, tho well- 


known French electrician, has been led to 
experience- iu which a successful imitation 
of ball lightning has evidently baen ob­ 
tained. 
W ith a powerful current from sec­ 
ondary batteries he has produced in an air 
condenser, formed of two moistened pads of 
filter paper placed 
near together, a small 


incandoscent globule, lasting some minutes 
aud moving slowly in a curious and most 
erratic path. 
W hen a condonser was used 


in which the insulating m aterial was ebon­ 
ite, a sound 
was emitted 
like that of a 


toothed wheel rapidly rotated against a 
piece of cardboard. 


S p an n in g from Italy to S icily . 
[Boston Transcript.) 


The project of a tunnel uudor the straits 


of Messina, to connect Sicily with Italy is 
an enterprise which has long receive 1 the 
attention of engineers, and 
beeu recom­ 
mended by scientific expert*. 
Recently, 


however, a Piedmontese company has coin» 
forward with a counter project for a bridge, 
an enterprl-e which, it is remarked, will, if 
ever carried «»ut, constitute as remarkable a 
work of tho kind as 
there is in the worl l. 


According to the published statement, the 
width of tho strait, at its narrowest point, 
is about two miles, but owing to tho great 
depth of tho wnter—more than 500 feet— on 
this line, the projectors propose to locate 
tho bridge where it would have a length of 
at« u t two miles mid a half.

-4-Language work is boom ing. 
The 
members of the class seem to have been 
inspired with the zeal of their instructor 
and are discussing the details of the sub­ 
ject with much interest. 
When, in the 
course of pedagogy , such marked a tten­ 
tion is paid to this groundwork of the 
spoken and written la ngua ge, there will 
be a great benefit derived as a natural 
outcome. 
It is not herein implied that 
la ngua ge has been entirely neglected 
through the schools of Lee County . 
On 
the contrary , until a very recent period, 
it has no doubt received a kind of secon- 
ondary position with technica l grammar, 
the latter being taken up first and Ian* 
guage fa lling in as a work rather of minor 
importance. 
The correspondent has in mind a school 
he visited (not in Lee,) in which a class 
of eight pupils were being drilled on a n­ 
aly sis and the divisions and subvisions of 
difficult sentences. 
On his being reques­ 
ted by the teacher in chargeXwlio, by the 
waj% considered these* pupils prodigies,) 
to ask the class some questions,the words 
m en’s” and “ stolen” were placed on the 
blackboard and the pupils requested each 
to write a simple sentence conta ining the 
said w'ords.

of

produced: 
“ The m en’s goods was stolen,” “ The

Fellow teachers, let us see to it that our 
pupils commence this language building

center of the figur e. Two fa ces 
to the upper part of the knee; one-half 
face is contained in the knee. Two faces 
measur es from the lower part of the knee 
to the inner ankle.

sole of the foot, making ten faces to the 
figur e. 
The quarter divisions a rea s follows: 
Fir st quarter from crown to armpits. 
Second, to bottom of trunk. Third.tu the 
knees. Fourth, to the sole of the foot. 
The longest toe and the thumb are each 
the length of the nose. 
The hand is twice as long as wide. The 
br eadth of the hand and foot are equal. 
One-sixth |the length of the person 
makes a long measure for the foot. 
The greatest reach of the arms is ten 
faces. 
It should be remembered that these are 
appr oxima figures for the adult and not 
t ) be applied to children, in whom the 
Lead is proportionally larger.

THE HINDOOS A NOISY SET.

B ea sts—Tam-Tam, Dram and Banjo. 
[Bombay Cor. New York Sun.] 
Nothing is done in India without noise, 
and in the cities it is perfectly appalling. 
The roar, the howl, the chatter, the rush, 
the bustle are mingled so intimately that 
y ou feel that y ou are intruding on Bedlam. 
You nan scarcely hear y ourself speak some­ 
times, and y ou look on the hubbub with tear 
and trembling, finding no occasion for the 
uproar. 
A congregation of nativ es is worse 
than any swarm of Italians, and as one sees 
the frantic gesticulations, the imagination 
i' of a v iolent quarrel rather than of the 
amicable bawling that the acene really is. 
What are they talking about? 
Money t r 
women—nothing else commanding such 
a 
chorus. 
The tones are shrill and the de­ 
liv ery is rapid, the “ O!” “ O!” of the v oca­ 
tiv e case being the inv ariable form gf 
speech. 
As I em riding— 
"Ob, Khud, a cowl” ex claims one j&m- 
panny . 
‘■Oh, Hawab, it is Toi Hy der’s cowl*’ an­ 
swers Khud. 
“ Oh, Khud, it is a 10-rii j>ee* 
cow!” pipes Lak. 
“ Oh, Khud, and Oh, 
Lak, I wish I bad its milk!” chimes in 
Dergber AIL 
And so of ev ery thing they 
When 1 order a halt the four chorrn 
shrilly : 
"Oh. Mem 8 *hib, we stop!” Or, if it is to 
proce*» t, "Oh, Mem Bahib, we go!” 
They nev er whistle as they go, and laugh­ 
ter it.nev er heard. 
As 1 ride I listen not alone to the irritating 
bum ot musquitoes that are not ex clusiv ely 
Indian, but, if it ia not too dry , to the loud 
rail of bullfrogs that would do credit to any 
New J ersey swamp. 
If it is dry weather, 
the irog>’ notes are replaced by the monoto- 
Bou- drone and creak of the well*. 
All day 
long the Hindoo pigeon sands forth its 
booming notes from the woods; the kites cry 
long and piercingly , and the kastura, or In­ 
dian blackbird, is almost the only singing- 
bird. 
The miuas chatter among the Mill»*, 
and the ev er-present crow is perpetually 
caw’inr ev ery where around us. A tiny owl, 
about as large as a robin, mourns plaintiv ely 
just at dusk. 
Tree toads hiss, and rasp, and 
chirp 
J ackals growl at night, and occa­ 
sionally the hy ena may be heard 
So much for the natural sounds. 
There 
are some artificial ones equally familiar, 
such a« the noise of the tam-tatn. which is 
alway s being beaten, and that of the shep­ 
herd’s pipes, which are v ery like Scotch bag­ 
pipes, and giv e forth a sweet, weird sound. 
The Brahmins produce a frightful noise by 
blowing the sacred shell, called a su&k. a 
blast that is held to ex orcise the ev il spirits 
The women sing some wild and plaintiv e 
notes in a minor key , the accompaniment 
being performed on a small goatskin drum. 
And there are trumpets, enormous things of 
brass, some*four feet long, on which a man 
will blow some of the most ex cruciating 
blasts. 
There are also little silv er-plated 
ones that squeal like y oung pigs. 
The most agreeable music that is heard in 
India is that of the banjo 
But a Hindoo 
banjo is not lik e odo of ours. The lower part 
of the instrum ent is made of a section of 
gourd that resembles a deep, flat drum, open 
at one end. 
There ore 
four strings, two 
passed through 
blue glass beads, and the 
other two raised by cowries. 
The notes pro­ 
duced are v ery pleasant. 
The v ocal music 
is the dreary chanting of the professional 
singers in the Hindoo temples. 
It is monot­ 
onous, but it is worth hearing. 
The singers 
spoil it, though, when they read aloud their 
holy book s in their grating, sing-song got- 
along-some-how way.
